It is the habit of this

It was authored by the late 


Brown Turner, born at Oian in

our county in a family which 
produced six printer sons. The 
father founded the semi-weekly 
Nashville (Ark.) News. I met 
Brown Turner in 1924 when he 
was a Linotype operator for the 
El Dorado (Ark.) Daily News. 
Brown hit me up (I was 


• associate editor) 
for 
an 


editorial job. I put him on the 
telegraph desk, and he handled 


. features on the side. He was • 


natural. Later on he was 
feature editor of the Sunday 
Nashville 
(Tenn.) 
Ten- 


neeseean, and on the copy desk 
of the Kansas City Star. 


His "smoke-house" line first 


appeared In my column at El 
Dorado while I was on vacation 
48 years ago. 


The Brown Turner "line" hit 


the street here for the first time 
Monday, July 17, 1972. 


A local teen-ager looked up 


from her paper and asked me; 


"But, sir, what is a smoke- 


house?" 


Maybe it was a study in 


futility, but since she asked me 
I told her. I said that nowadays 
in the South they cured ham and 
other pork items by painting the 
meat with "liquid smoke"—but 
the original method still used in 
the Northern states is to fire up 
a smoke-house with hickory 
wood and cure all the pork in 
one operation. Usually the fire 
would be stoked for a full week. 
Meat-curing requires cold*- 
weather, and when late October 
clamped an iron hand on the 
Northern landscape you would 
see scores of smoke streamers 
across the mountains—and you 
knew it was nog-killing time, 
and hog-curing time. 


That, my friend, is what a 


smoke-house is all about. But 
the telling of my tale left me 
pessimistic. The smoke-house 
is a symbol of the self- 
sufficiency 
our 
ancestors 


knew—and which much of 
America has lost in this day of 
automation 
and laborless 


service. 


I felt that one who didn't know 


what a smoke-house was might 
be equally innocent as to the 
character and purpose of a 
vegetable garden.

Investigation ends, no charges 


The 
investigation 
into 


alleged irregularities con- 
cerning the May 30 election 
here ended today with a 
statement by Prosecuting 
Attorney 
Dub 
Arnold 
of 


Arkadelphia who said that 
"technical" violation of an 
Arkansas statute did occur, but 
that charges would not be filed 
because there was no evidence 
of criminal intent. 


An investigation was started 


after reports were made to the 
prosecuting attorney's office 
concerning the opening of the 
absentee box following the 
Democratic 
preferential 


primary. 


Arnold said Donal Parker, 


chairman of the Hempstead 
County Democratic Central 
Committee, apparently entered 
the box to check the votes cast 


Pictorial editorial. . .

in a specific race — the county 
committeeman contest in the 
Spring Hill Township between 
incumbent Garland Kidd and 
W.E. Tarpley. Tarpley won the 
election by a single vote. 


Parker denied entering the 


box on several occasions. 


The announcement of the 


investigation was preceded by a 
brief meeting on July 5 between 
Arnold, John Robert Graves, 
deputy prosecuting attorney, 
County Sheriff Henry Sinyard, 
Parker, and Leo Ray of Hope. A 
reporter for the Star requested 
entrance to the meeting, but the 


request was refused by Arnold. 
He likened the meeting to a 
grand jury investigation and 
said testimony would be taken. 


Following the meeting, Ar- 


nold told the reporter that 
felony charges would be filed 
against Parker in connection 
with the case. 


Arnold wrote out the in- 


formation 
for the arrest 


warrant on a legal pad, gave it 
to Graves and instructed him to 
transfer it to a technical in- 
formation sheet and file it with 
the county clerk.

District No. 5 have filed suit 
against the district charging 
that the Board of Assessors 
failed to assess the realty in a 
"fair, impartial, equitable and 
legal manner." 


The district includes a section 


of State Highway 29 north of the 
city limits past the 1-30 in- 
tersection. 


Boyd Tackett of Texarkana, 


filed the suit in Hempstead 
Chancery Court for Mrs. 
William Stevenson, Tilmon V. 


Wood, Earl H. Pool, J. T. May, 
Mrs. W. A. Pool, Luther 
Galloway and Ray Honeycutt. 


The suit also charges 1) that 


the district's commissioners 
did not furnish the city direc- 
tors with plans for and 
estimates of the cost of the 
improvements; 2) that the 
facilities and operation of the 
district will exceed in cost 80 
per cent of the value of each 
parcel of realty within the 
district; 3) that the purported 
assessments are "grossly 
excessive"; 4) that the sewer 


improvements will not benefit a 
great percentage of the lan- 
downers;

assessors—Arthur

Russell—will benefit from their

Woodcock said Thursday that 


he will be joined on a labor 
campaign committee by Jerry 
Wurf, president of the Ameri- 
can Federation of State, County 
and Municipal Employes, and 
Floyd Smith, president of the 
International Machinists and 
Aerospace Workers. 


Woodcock's 
announcement 


came one day after AFL-CIO 
President George Meany led 
the labor federation's Execu- 
tive Council to a 27-3 vote not 
to endorse either McGovern or 
President Nixon. 


Smith, who has 
endorsed 


McGovern, voted with the ma- 
jority in the Executive Council 
decision. 
Wurf, 
also 
a 


McGovern 
backer, 
voted 


against a position of neutrality. 


Wurf said after the vote that 


it reflected "personal loyalties" 
within the AFL-CIO and was 
not a true index of support 
among union members for the 
Democratic ticket. 


Tne AFL-CIO represents 13.6 


million union members. 


Woodcock predicted that un- 


ion organizations representing 
more than five million workers 
would campaign for McGovern. 


That total will include the 1.4 


million-member UAW, whose 
executive board voted unani- 
mously Thursday to recom- 
mend endorsing McGovern. The 
UAW is not a member of the 
AFL-CIO. 


The UAW action is the first 


major move by organized labor 
to get behind the McGovern 
campaign. 


The Teamsters, not a part of 


the AFL-CIO, earlier aligned 
themselves with President Nix- 
on. The Woodcock committee 
will thus attempt to fill the void 
left by the defection of the gi- 
ant organizations,

Woodcock himself, originally

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


Senate has voted to boost the 
minimum hourly wage to $2.20, 
a move that could bring bigger 
paychecks to millions of work- 
ers and more labor support for 
Democratic presidential nomi- 
nee George McGovern. 


The 
increase 
from 
the 


present minimum of $1.60 was 
the largest single pay hike in 
history. 
It 
came 
after 


McGovern made a special trip 
from his vacation retreat in 
South Dakota to cast his vote. 


The bill extends coverage to 


7.4 million additional workers, 
including 1.2 million domestic 
servants, 1 million chain store 
employes and 4.9 million feder- 
al, state and local government 
employes. 


It now goes to a House-Senate 


conferees to reconcile differ- 
ences between the Senate ver- 
sion and one approved earlier 
by the House which provides a 
$2.00 minimum pay scale. 


The Senate approved the 


measure by a vote of 65 to 27 
Thursday night after defeating 
the Nixon administration's pro- 
posal for a $2.00 minimum by a 
47 to 46 vote. 


Backers of McGovern hoped 


his vote would improve his Im- 
age with labor. The $2.20 min- 
imum was a key goal of the 
AFL-CIO in this legislative ses- 
sion. McGovern was not en- 
dorsed by the AFL-CIO execu- 
tive council. 


The bill passed the Senate 


after two amendments post- 
poned the effective date of the 
$2.20 minimum to two years, in- 
stead of one, and eliminated 1 


million employes in retail and 
service establishments doing 
less than $250,000 annual busi- 
ness. 


As approved, the minimum 


wage would jump from $1.60 to 
$2.00 for most non-farm work- 
ers 60 days after enactment, 
and to the full $2.20 in two 
years. 


The present minimum of 


$1.30 for workers on large 


farms would be raised to |2.20 
in three years. The bill also re- 
peals exemptions which now 
prevent many workers from 
getting overtime pay. 


Sens. Peter H. Dominick, R- 


Colo., and Robert Taft, R-Ohio, 
sponsors of the administration's 
bill, said the Democrats' pro- 
posal was inflationary and 
would undermine Nixon's eco- 
nomic stabilization effort. 
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McGovern tries 
to strengthen 
ties to labor 


WASHINGTON (AP) - After 


returning briefly to Washington 
to strengthen his fragile ties 
with labor, Democratic Presi- 
dential 
nominee 
George 


McGovern today headed for 
South Dakota to resume his va- 
cation and plot autumn cam- 
paign strategy. 


McGovern won fresh offers of 


support during his 26-hour stop- 
over in Washington and named 
former Democratic National 
Committee chairman Lawrence 
F. O'Brien to his campaign 
staff to recruit support from re- 
luctant labor and party leaders. 


The South Dakota Democrat 


spent most of his time Thurs- 
day on the Senate floor where 


his vote helped defeat by a nar- 
row 47 to 46 margin a GOP- 
backed bill designed to scuttle 
a Democratic-supported meas- 
ure to raise the minimum wage 
from $1.60 to $2.20 an hour, plus 
fringe benefits. 


McGovern announced his se- 


lection of O'Brien to serve as 
one of his top three advisors at 
a news conference attended by 
vice 
presidential 
nominee 


Thomas F. Eagleton. 


At the same time, McGovern 


said he soon expected to have 
the endorsements of union lead- 
ers representing 10 million of 
the 13.5 million membership of 
the AFL-CIO. 


Purchasing power hike 
is biggest in history 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Liv- 


ing costs rose a relatively mod- 
est two-tenths of one per cent 
last month and purchasing pow- 
er of the average American 
workers' paycheck showed the 
highest yearly gain on record, 
the government said today. 


The rise in consumer prices, 


chipping two cents off the value 
of each $10 in June, was due to 
a sharp increase in food prices 
and lesser increases for used 
cars, homes and household 
services, the Labor Department 
said. 


The June rise in living costs 


pushed the Consumer Price In- 
dex up to 125.0 of its 1967 base 
of 100. This meant it took $12.50 
last month for every $10 worth 
of typical family purchases five 
years ago. 


The report, by the depart- 


ment's Bureau of Labor Statis- 
tics, said the rise in living costs 
in the past year was 2.9 per 
cent, the first annual rise under 
3 per cent in the past five 
years. 


The bureau also reported that 


average earnings of some 50 
million rank-and-file workers- 
more than half the nation's 
work force—rose $2.18 per cent 
to $135.39 for the month. This 
was due to a one-cent rise in 


hourly pay and a half-hour in- 
crease in the length of the av- 
erage work week. 


The average paycheck was 


up $7.82 or 6.1 per cent over the 
past year. After deductions for 
the rise in living costs over the 
year, the gain was 3.2 per cent 


or about $3.90 per week in pur- 
chasing power. 


"This is the largest over-the- 


year increase in real earnings 
(purchasing power) for any 
June since the series became 
available on a monthly basis in 
1964, "the bureau said.

Arnold told the Star on July 9, 


"I will either file charges in the 
matter or petition for a grand 
Jury investigation." 


He did neither, but sub- 


poenaed 
20 
witnesses, 


questioned 18 last week, and the 
other two earlier this week. 


His announcement that no 


charges would be filed followed 
his investigation. 


However, other technical 


irregularies were reported to 
the prosecuting attorney's 
office, and were confirmed by 
the investigation. 


Graves told the Star earlier 


this week that no list of judges 
and clerks as required by law 
was posted in either 
the 


sheriff's office or the office of 
the county clerk. A list of 
election officials was not 
published in the paper prior to 
the May 30election, but Graves 
said that no statutory penalty 


for not publishing the list. 


Parker refused to comment 


when asked early today if he 
planned to resign his post as 
head of the county Democrats.

Hutto says plans 
for improvements 
in industry made 


State Correction Commissioner 
Terrell Don Hutto said Thurs- 
day night that plans are to di- 
rect his department's efforts to- 
ward expanding prison industry 
and the educational process in 
the state's prisons. 


During his 13 months on the 


job, Huito said the department 
primarily concentrated on ad- 
ministrative areas. 


In an interview, Hutto said 


that awareness of problems 
existing in the prison system 
and public support to correct 
them during his time on the job 
enabled him to make more 
progress than anyone before. 


Hutto said he acquired the 


job at a time when Arkansas 
began to recognize its prob- 
lems, which he said were basic- 
ally lack of financing and pub- 
lic support. 


"It's hard to compare it be- 


cause many of the things that 
have 
been 
accomplished 


- '• •:••",: 
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couldn't have been done with- 
out financial support," the 
commissioner said. "I had 
more financial tools to work 
with than anyone before me 
has had." 


Through financial assistance, 


he said he was able to bring in 
experienced administrators and 
virtually phase out the trusty 
guard system. 


"The biggest problem I faced 


was the lack of personnel in the 
department, which resulted 
from a number of other prob- 
lems, but the basic problem 
was the small number of per- 
sonnel and experience." 


He said prison living condi- 


tions were better now as far as 
necessities of life were con- 
cerned. "We provide the neces- 
sities that are needed," he said. 
"Prison is never a good place 
to be but it can be decent and 
humane and our prisons are 
definitely humane."

That he reached into 
the absentee box and looked 
through the committeeman 
ballots and turned to Kidd and 
said "No, that's right, you 
didn't get but one vote out of 
it"; that with this remark, Kidd 
was satisfied with the count- 


Parker states that he did not 


inspect the ballots, but looked 
at the tabulation sheet in order 
to satisfy Kidd that there had 
been a fair and impartial 
election and that he had been 
defeated. 


"The applicable law to this 


offense is Act 465 of 1969, Article 
11, Section 5, which states: 


"No person shall fraudulently 


change, alter or obliterate the 
poll books, or books of any 
election, or break any seals 
upon any ballot box, the voting 
machine or stub box, except as 
authorized by law". 
•That any violator shall be 
imprisoned 
in the 
State 


Penitentiary for not less than 
one year nor more than five 
years or pay a fine not to exceed 
$5,000.00 or both fine and im- 
prisonment. 


"It is my opinion from the 


testimony that there was a 
technical violation of the law in 
that a ballot box was opened in 
order to satisfy a candidate that 
he had been defeated in a fair 
and impartial election; that 
there was no attempt to change 
or alter any vote and that even 
the defeated candidate was 
satisfied with the vote count. I 
am of the opinion that there was 
no criminal intent on the part of 
Mr. Parker and that any of- 
fense by him was an error of 
judgment in an attempt to 
prove to the candidate that he 
received a fair vote. It is my 
honest opinion that if I were to 
use the powers of my office to 
prosecute any man under these 
circumstances it would be 
unjust to the man, his family 
and to the community. It is my 
opinion that there was no 
damage done to anyone and 
from the testimony, no criminal 
intent shown and, furthermore, 
it is inconceivable that any man 
would summon the sheriff as 
Parker did in this case to be 
present while he intentionally 
violated the law. I believe the 
sheriff's testimony and that the 
box was opened for reasons 
already stated and that this in 
itself shows no criminal intent. 


"I also want to point out that 


the practice and custom of 
placing the tabulation sheets 
and summary report in the box 
with the ballots after they are 
counted by election officials 
and delivered to the chairman, 
whoever he may be, which 
causes him to have to open the 
box in order to report the vote of 
the box, places the chairman in 
the position of a technical 
violation of the law every time 
it is done. I would hope that this 
situation would be corrected in 
future elections even though it 
has been the custom and 
practice for many years, as in 
my opinion this is an incorrect 
procedure."

countered only light resistance 
thus far. 


U.S. BS2 bombers made 12 


strikes in support of the South 
Vietnamese troops closing in on 
Bong Son, dropping 300 tons of 
explosives on North Vietnamese 
and Viet Cong positions. 


The counteroffensive is the 


second in the three-month cam- 
paign that President Nguyen 
Van Thieu announced on June 
19 to retake all territory lost to 
the North Vietnamese in the 
Communist offensive and to 
drive Hanoi's forces out of 
South Vietnam. 


The first counteroffensive be- 


gan June 28, with the recapture 
of Quang Tri, South Vietnam's 
northernmost province, as its 
objective. 


Associated Press correspond- 


ent Michael Putzel reported 
from the northern front that 
heavy fighting continued for a 
second day near the old My 
Chanh River defense line about 
10 miles south of Quang Tri 
City. 


North 
Vietnamese 
forces 


there have outflanked South 
Vietnamese paratroopers in 
Quang Tri and are threatening 
to cut Highway 1, the para- 
troopers' supply line to the 
south. 


Putzel said North Vietnamese 


troops dug in 200 yards from 
the highway and were firing 
onto the road. The fighting was 
significantly heavier than on 
Thursday, he reported. 


South 
Vietnamese 
forces 


were holding back while U.S. 
B52s dropped hundreds of tons 
of bombs on the North Viet- 
namese positions, and U.S. F4 
Phantoms attacked the bunkers 
just off the highway with na- 
palm. 


Putzel also reported that the 


wreckage of a U.S. helicopter 
that was shot down May 2 
south of Quang Tri had been 
found and the bodies of four 
Americans recovered.

Court clears way tor 
appeal on busing plan 


CINCINNATI, Ohio (AP) - 


An appeals court has cleared 
the way for appeal of a deseg- 
regation plan which could re- 
sult in the busing of 40,000 chil- 
dren in Detroit schools this fall. 


The 6th U.S. Circuit Court of 


Appeals, meeting in extraor- 
dinary summer session, also re- 
jected a challenge to the busing 
of school children in Pontiac, 
Mich. 


It delivered both decisions 


Thursday. 


A two-judge panel ordered a 


stay in a U.S. District Court or- 
der that would have forced De- 
troit schools to purchase 295 
buses by 5 p.m. Thursday. The 
decision followed a 95-minute 
hearing on the issues. 


Judges Harry Phillips and 


George Edwards set Aug. 24 as 
the date for hearing an appeal 
of a desegregation plan issued 
by U.S. District Court Judge 
Stephen J. Roth in Flint, Mich. 


The buses 
Roth ordered 


bought would have been used 
for implementating the first 
phase of an integration plan he 
ordered for Detroit and 52 sub- 
urban school districts. 


An appeal of the plan was 


made possible Thursday when 
Roth issued certificates defin- 
ing appealable questions. The 
circuit court had refused to 
consider an appeal pending def- 
inction of such issues. 


Among appealable questions 


Roth listed were, "That a De- 
troit-only desegregation plan 
would be inadequate," 
and 


"That a metropolitan area 
cross-busing remedy is neces- 
sary." 


The Circuit Court, in a three- 


page order, said there is an ap- 
pealable question in the case 
"which never has been decided 


by this court or the Supreme 
missal of an appeal by the Na- 


Court" It did not specify the 
Monal Action Group against 


legal question.

McGovern is 
challenged 


AUGUSTA, Ga. (AP) - Sen. 


George McGovern's claim that 
he is "a disciple" of Dwight D. 
Eisenhower's defense policy 
has been challenged by the late 
president's son and widow. 


The Washington Post origi- 


nally published a letter by John 
Eisenhower commenting on the 
Democratic presidential nomi- 
nee's claim. Mamie Eisen- 
hower, the former president's 
widow, sent a copy of her son's 
letter from her Augusta home 
to the Augusta Chronicle and 
Herald along with a note which 
said in part: 


"I'm enclosing a refutation 


my son wrote concerning Sen. 
McGovern's claim that he was 
a disciple of Gen. Eisenhower. 
This of course is erroneous." 


"No matter how much Sen. 


McGovern may claim to have 
learned from President Eisen- 
hower's defense policies, he 
seems to have grasped every- 
thing except the fundamen- 
tals," said John Eisenhower's 
statement. 


McGovern referred to himself 


as "a disciple" of Eisenhower 
defense policy in a speech last 
month in Oklahoma City. He 
said President Eisenhower had 


always urged the country to 
maintain an adequate defense 
but had warned •afpinst the 
threat of a military-industrial 
complex. 


John 
Eisenhower's 
letter 


said, "The only similarity in 
the military philosophy of 
McGovern and Eisenhower lay 
in the desire, shared by all, to 
keep military expenditures to 
the lowest levels possible so 
that those funds can be used 
along more constructive chan- 
nels. But the order of priorities 
places the men poles apart." 


The Republican president's 


son said Eisenhower "never 
subscribed to the belief that a 
unilateral force cut on the part 
of the United States would elicit 
similar moves on the part of 
the Communist world. Sen. 
McGovern, from what I read, 
feels differently." 


John 
Eisenhower 
said 


McGovern, a congressman in 
1960, opposed President Eisen- 
hower's request that Congress 
appropriate about $4 billion 
(1975 value) in economic and 
military aid to foreign nations. 
He added that McGovern now 
would reduce such aid to $1.4 
billion.

Nadar promises 
attack on cars 


WASHINGTON (AP) - 


Ralph Nader promises "to 
wake up engineers all over this 
country" with a scathing attack 
on a government report declar- 
ing the Corvair to be no more 
dangerous than comparable 
autos. 


"You can't believe the count- 


erattack that's going to come 
on this," said Nader after re- 
viewing the report released 
Thursday. 


He is expected to launch his 


attack next week before the 
Senate Commerce Committee. 


The Department of Trans- 


v pocjation',* r«pwt * concluded 


"the handling and stability per- 
formance of the 1960-1963 Cor- 
vair does not result in an ab- 
normal potential for loss of con- 
trol or rollover and it is at least 
as good as the performance of 
some contemporary 
vehicles 


both foreign and domestic." 


Nader called the report a 


contradictory whitewash and 
faulted the report for failing to 
carry what Nader called a sig- 
nificant passage in a list of rec- 
ommendations submitted by a 
panel of outside experts. 


The four-man panel of ex- 


perts said the Corvair "is not 
more unstable or more likely to 
roll over than contemporary 
automobiles." But it added that 
"the panel recommends that 
owners of 1960-through-1963 
Corvairs be advised that these 
vehicles may exhibit unusual 
handling characteristics under 
conditions of hard cornering." 


Nader asked, "Are they going 


to follow up the recommenda- 
tion by ordering General Mo- 
tors to so notify owners?" 


Douglas Toms, director of the 


auto safety agency, was report- 
ed out of town and unavailable 
for comment.'General Motors 
said the report "confirms our 
position on the handling and 
stability 
characteristics of 


these cars." 


The government study of ac- 


cident statistics concluded "the 
Corvair was involved in a lower 
percentage of rollover acci- 
dents than other light domestic 
cars." 


The report challenged date 


submitted by Nader to support 
his claims. Some of it was con- 
tradictory, some involved an 
experimental car intentionally 
turned over in a GM test.

Dear Dr. Lamb—1 have 


noticed that my body holds 
fluid. The doctor prescribed 
a water pill for me to use 


my periods and this 


helped 
tremendously, but 


now I've started retaining 
fluid all the time, rather 
than just before my period. 
It causes me to have awful 
headaches and sluggishness. 
I get very irritable and 
short-tempered. I told my 
doctor this and he told me I 
could take the water pills 
every other day and they 
wouldn't hurt me. I would 
like to know what causes this 
condition and what could be 
done to correct it. I am on 


, thyroid which I have to take 


for the rest of my life any- 
way and I'd hate to take 
these too since I'm only 35 
years old. 


Dear Reader — These are 


many reasons for retaining 
fluid. The premenstrual re- 
tention of fluid is pretty well 
known and, of course, is re- 
lated to the hormones. What 
really happens is the body 
retains salts and the more 
salt the body retains the 
more water one accumu- 
lates. Other causes for re- 
taining fluid include such 
things as heart disease, kid- 
ney disease and liver dis- 
ease. I rather doubt you 
have any of these unless you 
have some symptoms which 
you didn't mention. 


Why don't you try cutting 


down on the amount of salt 
you use? The water pills 
actually work by causing the 
kidneys to eliminate salt and 
thereby eliminate the excess 
water. Remember salt and 
water go together. The prob- 
lem with water pills is they 
sometimes flush out other 
minerals. An ideal way to 
cut down on your salt is to 
stop using salt in cooking 
and don't add any free salt. 
There will still be quite a 
bit of salt in your regular 


diet, since there is sodium, 
or salt, naturally in meat, 
milk and. to a lesser extent, 
in vegetables. Even so this 
will make a tremendous dif- 
ference in your salt intake. 
It's worth a try and it may 
decrease your need to take 
the water'pills and improve 
your over-all feeling. Inci- 
dentally, rice and fruit are 
relatively devoid of salt and 
you may find them helpful in 
your effort. 


Dear Doctor — I read an 


article by a doctor warning 
people of the radium used on 
watch dials. He claimed that 
the human body absorbed 
enough t h r o u g h t h e s e 
watches that the dials were 
harmful. Our son is con- 
templating buying a watch to 
be worn daily and also in 
scuba diving. There is a lot 
of luminous material on the 
watch. Is it safe to use this 
type of watch? 


Dear Reader—Of course, it 


is or the Federal Trade Com- 
mission would have had it 
withdrawn from the market. 
Some luminous dials are pro- 
duced by u s i n g s m a l l 
amounts of radium. This 
could be harmful to em- 
ployes making the dials and 
continuously 
exposed 
but 


proper precautions are tak- 
en. There were some reports 
years ago of workers in 
watch factories w h o de- 
veloped difficulties in using 
radium materials to make 
luminous dials. I don't know 
of a single case of anyone 
who has ever had radiation 
sickness 
from 
wearing a 


watch with a luminous dial.

systematic withdrawal pro- 
grams now offered by most 
mutual funds have shaped 
up that way over the past 10 
years, a study of 163 such 
programs shows. 


You can't of course, make 


excessive demands on your 
capital if you don't want to 
see it dwindle. This study as- 
sumed the investor received 
a $50 check monthly from 
the fund, against a $10,000 
investment in shares, begin- 
ning at the outset of 1962— 
$600 a year, or six per cent 
of the principal. 


In the median fund 10 
years later, at the end of 
1971, the investor would still 
have had $9,167 worth of 
shares in his account—"in- 
vading" his capital to the 
extent of only $833 to pro- 
duce monthly income total- 
ing $6,000. 


There is, as usual, a catch 


in anything that sounds as 
good as this. It isn't a sure 
thing. As is always the case 
when you invest in common 
stocks—either directly or via 
mutual funds—the risk of 
market declines is a factor 
True, the 1962-71 decade was 
the 
mutual 
funds' 
worst 


since the depression of the 
30s, encompassing three ma- 
jor slumps, but there's no 
lifetime guarantee against 
even longer and lower de- 
clines. 


In addition, there's the 


possibility of picking 
the 


wrong 
fund. 
The 
figures 


given above are 
for the 


median or middle fund of 
163 (those covered by com- 
plete 10-year data) in a tab- 
ulation of withdrawal pro- 
gram results by FundScope, 
a monthly fund guide pub- 
lished in Los Angeles. So 
while half the funds gave 
even better results than the 
median, the o t h e r half 
showed 
inferior 
perform- 
ance. 


There are remarkably few 


clunkers on the list, though. 
In only six of the funds 
would an investor have had 
less than $5,000 of his capital 
remaining, and in about 80 
per cent of them (128 funds), 
he'd have had $7,500 or more 
at the end of the 10 years. 
In 67 of them, the original 
investment 
of $10,000 — or 


more—would have remained 
i n t a c t . 
The "or more" 


ranged upward to a build-up 


of $23,618 worth of shares in 
one fund, after income pay- 
ments totaling $6,230. 


A withdrawal p r o g r a m 


gives you a chance to "have 
your cake and eat it" be- 
cause your invested capital, 
less only your monthly pay- 
ment, remains at work, ap- 
preciating enough (if you're 
fortunate) to keep up with 
or even pull ahead of the 
withdrawals for your income 
checks. 


Systematic w i t h d r a w a l 


plans are relatively new, and 
haven't yet met some of the 
tests of time. Most 
fund 


managers will caution that 
they aren't for everyone. A 
m i n i m u m investment in 
shares is required—typically 
$10,000, but as little as $5,000 
in some funds. 


Most 
programs 
provide 


fixed-amount payments; for 
example, $50 a month when 
the value of shares owned is 
$10,000. A minority of the 
programs offer the option of 
variable payments, geared to 
the value of the shares. 
They're based either on liqui- 
dating a certain number of 
shares for each 
payment 


(thus, if share value in- 
creases, payments get larg- 
er), or on a certain percent- 
age of total share value. If 
the original $10,000 worth of 
shares appreciated in value 
to $12,000, monthly payments 
would rise from $50 to $60. 


In any case, you own the 


shares unrestrictedly and 
have full control. You can al- 
ways sell out if you think the 
market omens are bad, and 
stick your money in the bank 
or buy bonds.

Preacher's kids 
are different

Or all professions and occupations, the preacher's kids 


seem to be (he most discussed, and the most constantly 
observed in our society. Yet no scientific material his 
been produced to support the claims that children of 
clergymen are more wild, or religious, or industrious or 
successful than (he children down the street. There were - 
some statistical studies in "Who's Who" that appeared 
to indicate a high performance pattern, high achieve- 
ment cycle that belonged to the youngsters of the manse. 
Bui usually, we lived for the comments and clues of 
neighbors, church members, biographers to tell us about 
the track record of preacher's kids. 


However, a national study has just been completed, 


the first of its kind touching upon the life and attitudes 
of the children of clergymen and published in the June 
28 issue of Christian Century. In an article, "Children of 
Clergymen: Do They Fit the Stereotype," Alan Bayer, 
Laura Kent and Jeffrey E. Dutton have produced a 
significant document which answers the question they 
and others have pondered. 
' In 1909, 250,000 entering freshmen at 390 institutions of 
higher education filled out a questionnaire. In this group, 
some 2,200 children of clergymen were identified and the 
comparative studies of their hobbies, habits, life style 
and religious loyalties were most revealing. 
Motivation and Goals 


The national study disclosed that youngsters from the 


manse do have high motivation in regard to scholastic 
achievement and academic accomplishment. In their 
graduating class, the young people from pastor's homes 
were in the top quarter of their class, some 55 per cent 
of them compared to 44 per cent from other families. 
More than 47 per cent of the minister's children had 
tutored others during high school—compared to 41 per 
cent of their contemporaries. 


In the grant and scholarship field, minister's children 


got 37 per cent of their grouping on the receiving end- 
compared to only 18 per cent from others' homes. (This 
is not a fair comparison, since many of the young peo- 
ple from clergy homes qualify for low-income grants, a 
favored group in the eyes of some college funds.) 
Music 


The most dramatic comparison of ministers' children 


compared to other young people in the population is in 
the field of music. More than 48 per cent of the men and 
an amazing 60 per cent of the women entering college 
from clergy homes played musical instruments. Com- 
pare this to 37 per cent of other freshmen and 43 per cent 
of other women. Music is big in the church and impor- 
tant in the life of clergy families. A large number of 
stage, television and other show-business personalities 
got their start in the church choir and the piano in the 
parsonage. 
Politics 


Perhaps it is no accident that George McGovern is 
active in politics, for other ministers' children show a 
high interest in government and politics—much higher 
than their classmates. In the concept of service and 
motivation toward humanity, the young people from the 
manse rate high.

In the Pittsburgh area, a first 


stage pollution alert forced in- 
dustry to cut back operations. 
Eye irritation and shortness of 
breath were common com- 
plaints, especially in the down- 
town section. 


An emergency air pollution 


alert was in effect for four Ohio 
counties in the Ohio River val- 


ley steel-making region. State 
attorneys filed precautionary 
injunctions to bar industries 
from violating the order. 


A pollution alert was extend- 


ed through today in Washing- 
ton, D.C. 


Rain showers brought relief 


to the New York metropolitan 
area during Thursday evening, 
washing the air of many pollu- 
tants and dropping tempera- 
lures to the low 70s. The respite 
was expected to be brief. 


A spokesman for the New 


York Power Pool said it bor-

One man's dirty air 
could be a 'breeze' 


LOS ANGELES (AP) _ 


While portions of the Atlantic 
Seaboard suffered through air 
pollution alerts, Los Angeles 
residents went blythely about 
their business, graphic evi- 
dence that one man's dirty air 
can 
be 
another's summer 


breeze. 


It was generally a nice day 


Thursday in Los Angeles — the 
city whose name is synonymous 
in some minds with smog. 
Workers downtown could see 
the Santa Monica Mountains 
through the smog and the peak 
metropolitan ozone content in 
the air hit a mild .08 part per 
million (ppm). The top carbon 
monoxide level was 11 ppm. 


But four times this year and 


21 times last year school chil- 
dren were kept indoors in some 
areas when ozone, an irritant 
gas associated with pollution, 
reached .35 ppm. That is ap- 
proximately equivalent to the 
"oxident" levels that brought 
air pollution alerts Thursday in 
the District of Columbia and 
Maryland and in Connecticut! 
: Wednesday and early Thurs- 


day. 


More than 12 times in the last 


two months in metropolitan Los 
Angeles carbon monoxide levels 
have soared to peak readings 
above 19 ppm, approximately 
similar to the eight-hour aver- 
age of 16 ppm in Springfield, 
Mass., that brought a first- 
stage alert Wednesday. 


Although an Associated Press 


survey Thursday seems to in- 
dicate that Los Angeles resi- 
dents are old hands at coping 
with dirty air, it points up, 
more importantly, the diversity 
of air pollution alert levels and 
relief 
measures 
that 
exist 


across the nation. 


This is because even though 


federal miminum guidelines 
were handed down last year by 
the Environmental Protection 
Agency, local governments can 
set more severe standards. 


Los Angeles County calls an 


alert if carbon monoxide reach- 
es 50 ppm peak reading. The 
California 
Air 
Resources 


Board, which sets statewide 
standards but doesn't govern 
local pollution control agencies, 
calls an alert if carbon monox- 
ide reaches 10 ppm average for 
12 hours. 


Alerts mean different things 


to different cities. But general- 
ly, a first-stage alert means 
some heavy industries must 
curtail operations, automobile 
traffic is discouraged and other 
antipollution measures, often 
voluntary in nature, are urged. 


Then comes a second-stage 


alert with mandatory shutdown 


of some industry, electrical 
voltage reductions to cut power 
consumption and, perhaps, ban- 
ning some automobile traffic. 


The final, emergency stage 


could lead to banning of all but 
fire and police vehicles, shut- 
down of industry and evac- 
uation of people. 


Alert levels in eastern cities 


show more conformity, checks 
with Environmental Protection 
Agency officials indicated. 


In the Boston area, for ex- 


ample, EPA officials said in 
telephone interviews, a first- 
stage alert is called if nitrogen 
dioxide — the brown part of 
smog — reaches .6 ppm for one 
hour or .15 ppm for 24 hours. In 
Philadelphia, however, an alert 
is called only after an average 
of .2 ppm for 24 hours. In New 
York, a first-stage alert would 
be called at an .8 ppm average 
for one hour or ,2 ppm for 24 
hours. 


In Los Angeles, an alert 


would be called if the "nitrogen 
oxides" reached a peak of 3 
ppm, 
although this pollution 


measure includes other nitro- 
gen compounds besides nitro- 
gen dioxide.

pollution experts admit that 
medical evidence about when 
air pollution begins to harm 
Banocek:

health is skimpy and open to 
wide interpretation. 


"No wonder you're confused. 


You should be," grumbled a 
Los Angeles County air pollu- 
tion official. Los Angeles air 
pollution control experts have 
been critical of federal stand- 
ards and the diversity of alert 
levels. 


"The alert basicly is pinned 


to the health effects of smog," 
Ray Werner, an EPA official in 
New York said. "But eventual- 
ly as these minimum standards 
are agreed to you'll see uni- 
form alert levels." 


TELEVISE THROUGH 


GLASS WALL 


LONDON (AP) - A special 


all-glass wall developed in Brit- 
ain makes it possible to view 
and televise squash games from 
behind the back wall.
